SAYS CARRANZA 
IS HANDICAPPED. 


“Observer” Analyzes Troubles 
of Constitutionalists. 


“Pancho” Villa Alleged to Be 
Successful Financier. 


Believed to Have Made Large 
Sums from His Raids. 
BY OBSERVER.

The recognized ieader of the rebels 
at the present time is Venustiano Car- 
ranza. 

His younger brother, Jesus, is o 
minor rebel leader and one of those 


who recently attacked Monterey. 


Venustiano Carranza is one of the 
few upper-class Mexicans to take an 
active part in the effort now going: 
on to restore constitutional govern- 
ment in Mexico. 

The rebels claim this {is their ob- 
ject in taking the field, such govern- 
ment having disappeared with the 
downfall of Madero. How sincer: 
are their motives can only be told 
if they are successful in overthrow- 
fing Huerta. Even then it is doubt- 
ed by most foreigners in Mexico and 
many Mexicans if there are enough 
of the sincere rebels to establish and 
maintain a really constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

CARRANZA’'S ACTIVITIES. 

Carranza is a large property own- 
er. Under the Porfirio Diaz recime 
he was a Deputy in the National Con- 


He was Madero’s Secretary o' 


War. Later, he was elected Governor 
of the State of Coahuila. When the 
Madero government fell, b&t before 
Madero’s death, he endeavored to en- 
ter into communication with the new 
government in Mexico City. 

For this purpose he approached the 
American Consu! in Saltillo, who noti- 
fied the American Ambassador in 
Mexico City. Carranza wanted the 
mew government to guarantee him 
his position as Governor of Coahuils 
gaying that if this was done he would 
go into the field against them. 

Though telegram after telegran 
Was sent, no definite answer was re- 
eeived, until, after considerable de- 
lay, word came from Ambassador 
Whlison advising Carranza to surrender 
himself to the Huerta government and 
accept their decision, as all foreign 
governments had or would soon rec- 
ognize it.. 


FEARED FOR HIS LIFE. 


The Federal covernment, following 
the Mexican custom when prominen’ 
officiais are to be arrested, or wher 
they oppose the government, promptly 
accused him of embezzlement of State 
funds while Governor of Coahuila. As 
he is far from poor and there cou): 
be no temptation for him to commit 
euch a crime, the charge is prob- 
ably false. 

Carranza is a quiet, thoughtful and 
studious man generally well likeu 
He probably is perfectly sincere !: 
his expressed desire to put Mexico 
on the basis of a true constitutiona) 
republic. 

Since he took the field agains 
Huerta he has gradualiy succeed 
fm getting all the northern leader: 
to recognize him as the supreme chi: 
of the revolution. His greatest dif. 
ficulty has been to get them to a 
im concert and to really obey. 


HARD TO GET UNISON. 


Two great troubles have always 
confronted any revolutionary chief in 
Mexico. One is to get the rebels to 
look beyond their local or State trou- 
Dies and realize that the issue is 
@ national one. 

The other is to in any way con- 
trol the leaders, who are in it fo: 
what they can get and who the more 
disorderly they are the larger the 
following which they attract. Nat- 
urally such a leader has under hin 
all the most vicious and disorderly 
elements, who resent too much o: 


any kind of control and who have n, 
desire to settle down to a peacefu 
life. 


One of the principal revolutionary 
leaders and one who always has 
large force under him is “Panch> 
Villai Villa, in the days of Porfir': 
was a very successful bandit. 
Porfirio, in spite of many years’ eno . 
never succeeded in catching him 
When Madero's revolution broke o 
he jofmed it. Like Orozco, he prob- 
ably went In it for what ils was worth 
However, thie much must be said in 
his favor: While Orozco has changed 
sides and would surprise no one ! 
doing so again, Villa has remained 
faithful to the origina! revolution of 
which the present one 's a continua- 
tion. 


IGNORED HUERTA’'S ORDERS. 


When Huerta was fighting his 
northern campaign during Madero’s 
regime Villa refused to obey his or- 
dera. Huerta arrested him and was 
going to execute him when one ot 
the younger Maderos tinterceded and 
saved his life. He was sent to Mex 
ico City and put in jail, where h. 
remained until he was allowed to e« 
cape, a short time prior to Madero’'s 
downfall. He went to El Paso, wher: 
he was entertained and made much 
of by the Maderistas. On Madero’ 
death he crossed the border and took 
the field against Huerta. 

He has large sums of money stowe’ 
away, the result of many successf: 
raids. While fighting in the origin:=’

There is 
no real order in their camps, the men 
settling down pretty much as they 
please.

Having no real supply departments, 
the question of food and other sup- 
plies for the men and horses is a se- 
rious one. This tis further compli- 
eated by the fact that Northern Mex- 
ico consists of immense tracts of 
country with few towns and widely 
scattered ranch houses. 


SPLIT INTO SMALL BA! 


Unless in possession of a large 
town these conditions frequently 
compel the rebels to split up into 
small parties to live. This, of course, 
makes neither for discipline nor 
unity of purpose. This living off the 
country and necessity to seize sup- 
piies in towns gives every rascal in 
the country and the mob tn the city 
the opportunity to do as they please 
while claiming to be rebels. Need- 
less to say, they are not slow to take 
advantage of the opportunities of- 
fered. 

The rebel force which entered 
Topo Chico the day before the attack 
on Monterey maintained excellent 
order. All intoxicating lHquor was 
destroyed. They offered pay for all 
food supplies taken. The next night 
in Monterey, while the rebels as a 
whole behaved well, there were many 
of them who were drunk. and as- 
sisted the mob itn its looting. 

Carranza's position, with the best 
of intentions on his part, is an ex- 
tremely difficult one. If he succeeds 
in- overthrowing Huerta and obtain- 
ing possession of Mexico City, he wil! 
he confronted with the same difficul- 
ties, which, due to Madero’s tnability 
to settle, led to his downfall.

Ojinage. mobile, by way of 


WEALTHY MEXICANS 
ON WAY TO BORDER. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 
JUAREZ (Mex.) Dec. 2.— Fleeing 


over the desert and pursued by reb- 
els, several thousand persons, in- 
cluding some of the richest families 
in Northern Mexico, who deserted 
Chihuahua City in fear’ of a rebel 
attack, were reported tonight to be 
nearing the United States border. 
Among the refugees is Luis Terra- 
zas, head of the wealthy Terrazas 
estate, who is said to have with him 
5,000,000 pesos which he withdrew 
from the Chihuahua banks. Other 
wealthy families, including the Creels, 


are known to have left the city, andj 


the caravan, composed also of women 
and children, is described as being 
more than a@ mile long. At the head 
with an escort of Federal troops is 
Gen. Salvador Mercado, Huerta’s de- 
posed Governor of Chihuahua ftate. 

Details of the evacuation of the 
city were brought to Juarez tn offt- 
cial dispatches from Federico Move. 
who was appotnted Civil Governor ad 
interim. Moye's dispatch was ad- 
dressed to Gen. Francisco Villa and 
it called upon the rebel leader to take 
possession of the city. 

GOV. MOYBE’S MESSAGE. 


The facts about the downfall] of 
the Huerta pov ®r in the city, as trans- 
mitted by Gov. Move, were: 

“For almost three weeks Chihua- 
hua, with its 35,000 citizens, had been 
cut off from communication: the food 
supplies were steadily decreasing and 
many deaths from illness, 
caused by semi-starvation. Rumors of 
the propased attack on the city, ex- 
aggerated by ‘reports that the rebels 
had been supplied with ammunition 
from the United States and that the 
city was to be bombarded, increased 
the anxiety. 

“A citizens’ committee finally was 
appointed to cal] upon Gen. Mercado 
and ask him to surrender to the reb- 
els, as resistance would be hopeless. 
After a delay and in the absence of 
any communication with Mexico City, 
jen. Mercado decided to flee. Those 
who wished to go were given notice to 
gather their possessions. 

“Early Sunday, after the surround- 
ing country had been reconnoitered, 
the exodus began, Gen. Mercado first 
turning over the portfolio of State to 
Senor Moye, who was directed to no- 
tify Villa that the Federal troops 
formally surrendered. Gov. Moye is- 
sued a proclamation declaring the 
capital rebel territory. 

“The route to Ottnaga, which the 
refugees were reported to have taken, 
ts about 185 miles long. Gen. Villa 
said he had sent a detachment in pur- 
evit of the Federa!] troops and also 
to attach the Terrazas property, but 
it was not believed the rebels would 
be able to overtake the caravan. 
Villa's men had been ordered not to 
fire upon non-combatants.” 

OROZCO'S WHEREABOUTS. 

Gen. Pascual Orozco, who fought 
with Madero tn 1911, but later turned 
against him and supported Huerta, 
took 1000 Federals Into the moun- 
taine west of Chihuahua.

The troop movement is to _be expe- 
dited as the reconstruction of the rail- 
roads permit. 

Four thousand men under Gen, Al- 
varado have been ordered from So- 
nora, almost an equal number are 
approaching Chihuahua, and Villa is 
ready to proceed southward from 
Juarez. 

The provisional capital is to be es- 
tablished at Chihuahua. With Chi- 
huahua and Torreon as strongholds, 
the campaign by Villa will be direct- 
ed against Zacatecas, the rich mining 
center in the heart of the republic.

CARRANZA HOLDS COURT. 

For the first time since the arrival 
of Gen. Carranza, a full military court, 
organized under the regulations in 
force in the United States, was in ses- 
Sion today to decide the fate of An- 
tonio V. Caballero, one of the wealthi- 
est residents of Cullacan, who was 
captured with four companions at the 
time Gen. Obregon entered the city at 
the head of his forces. Despite his 
high business and social standing, Ca- 
ballero was brought to this city and 
lodged in jatl pending his trial by 
military co The evidence ad- 
duced showed that he apparently had 
plotted against Gen. Carranza and pa- 
pers found. In his possession are said 
to have added to the weight of evi- 
dence against him. 

Despite the reminder of Dr. Hale 
that the government of the United 
States was not in favor of executions. 
the court this evening found the de- 
fendant guilty and ordered him exe- 
cuted. 

Following the receipt of the court's 
mandatg, arrangements were immedi- 
ately made to execute Caballero at 
daylight tomorrow, although this fact 
Was not allowed to reach the public, 
owing to the popularity of the pris- 
oner and the fear that some disorder 
might arise if the populace was per- 
mitted to congregate in front of the 
cuartel during the execution. While 
no statement has been made regard- 
Ing the fate of the four other pris- 
oners, it is believed that they ma) 
have been found guilty of treason and 
may meet the end allotted to Cabal- 
lero. 

CONDITIONS AT GUAYMAS. 


Fourteen deserters from the Fed- 
eral lines at Guaymas reached here 
today with the report that the garri- 
s0n had been taken aboard of a gun- 
boat with the tntention of going south 
either to Mazatlan vor Manzanillo, 
where they wil! join the main Federal 
column In an effort to oppose the ad- 
vance of the Constitutionalists. 

The deserters were unable to say if 
Guaymas had been abandoned, but 
implied that that port would be in the 
near future. . 

Two high officers of the army have 
been ordered to investigate the story 
and if found to be true the Constitu- 
tionalists will enter the city inside of 
twenty-four hours. 

Advices received by Gen. Obregon 
late tonight said that the Federal au- 
thorities had been withdrawn from 
Empalime, the northern suburb of 
Guaymas.

END CONTRACTS. 


REFUSE TO SUPPLY RAILWAYS 
WITH NEEDED FUEL, 


Gen. Aguilar Exerts: “Pressure 
Upon the Producers and Induces 
Them to Cancel Their Agreements 
With the National System, Which 
Will Be Badly Crippled 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 2.—Prefer- 
ring to incur the displeasure of the 
Huerta government to a virtual mani- 
festation of the rebels’ wrath, the pro- 
ducing oil companies of the republic 
canceled today their contracts for 
supplying the National railways with 
fuel oil. 

This is regarded as one of the most 
serious blows dealt the government, 
because it is likely to bring about 
early suspension of all railway traffic, 
which would interfere greatly with 
military operations and would strike 
vitally at the commerce of the coun- 
try. Most of the oil used by the rail- 
ways is produced in the coast region 
of Tampico and southward. This ter- 
ritory is overrun with rebels, directed 
for the most part by Gen. Candido 
Aguilar. 

In spite of Gen. Aguilar’s assur- 
ances to Rear-Admiral Fletcher that 
the oil properties would not be mo- 
lested, representatives of the com- 
panies haye been given to understand 
further sale of oil to the government 
railroads would be regarded as too 
great a manifestation of friendship to 
the enemy of the Constitutionalists, 

The action of the oil companies in 
acceding to what virtually amounted 
to a demand, is considered not at all 
displeasing to the Mexican Railway, 
which is the property of a British cor- 
poration, as the cutting of the line 
from Tampico to San Luis Potosi had 
diverted nearly all shipments to Mex- 
ico City over this line from Vera. 
Cruz, and recently the management 
of the Mexican Railway was warned 
its line would be cut if it persisted in 
moving oil. 

Nearly all the locomotives have 
been using oil for some years, and 
the scarcity of coal will make a re- 
turn to that fuel difficult. If the Mex- 
ican Railway also is barred from the 
use of oil, and it is assumed it will be. 
even ordinary passenger traffic he- 
tween the capital and the coast may 
become irregular. 

Rear-Admiral Christopher Cradock, 
commanding the British cruisers in 
Mexican wateps, called on President 
Huerta this afternoon.

PASADENA, Dec, 2.—Immediate- 
ly on learning yesterday that William 
S. Windham, former Police Commis- 
sioner of this city, is held by rebels 
at the Quimichis ranch near Tepic, 
Mex., for a ransom of $6000, both the 
City Commission and the Pasadena 
Board of Trade telegraphed Secretary 
of State Bryan. The dispatch of the 
Board of Trade, which was signed 
by President William F. Knight, 
reads: 

“We learn from dispatches re- 
ceived this morning that W. 8. Wind- 
ham, formerly cashier of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce of this city, 
is held by Mexican bandits near Ma- 
zatlan. We feel assured th:it all that 
is necessary is to call your attention 
to this outrage upon our esteemed 
citizen in order to bring to bear im- 
mediately the full power of the United 
States government in effecting his re- 
lease and meting out justice to those 
responsible.” 

The City Commission telegraphed: 

“The City Commission of Pagsa- 
dena urges that action be taken by 
the government, if pdssible, looking 
to the relief of Windham and Dunn, 
held for ransom by Constitutionalists 
near Mazatlan, Mex. Subject mat- 
ter already filed by Thomas R. Bard. 

[Signed] “R. L. METCALF, 

“Chairman of Commission.” 

These telegrams were dispatched 
yesterday forenoon.

In addition to 
these, it has been the privilege of the 
Department of State to gain the as- 
sent, in principle, of no less than thir- 
ty-one nations, representing four- 
fifths of the population of the world, 
to the negotiation of treaties by 
which it shall be agreed that when- 
ever differences of interest or of pol- 
icy arise which cannot be resolved by 
the ordinary processes of diplomacy 
they shall be publicly analyzed, dis- 
cussed and reported upon by a tri- 
bunal chosen by the parties before 
either nation determines its course of 
action. 

There is only one possible standard 
by which to determine controversies 
between the United States and other 
nations, and that is compounded of 
thesé two elements: Our own honor 
and our obligations to the peace of 
the world. A test so compounded 
ought easily to be made to govern 
both the establishment of new treaty 
obligations and the interpretation of 
those already assumed. 

There is but one cloud upon our 
horizon. That has shown itself to the 
south of us, and hangs over Mexico. 
There can be no certain prospect of 
peace in America until Gen. Huerta 
has surrendered his usurped authority 
in Mexico; until it is understood on 
all hands, indeed, that such pretended 
governments will not be countenanced 
or dealt with by the government of 
the United States. We are the friends 
of constitutional government in Amer- 
lea; we are more than its friends, we 
are its champions; because in no oth- 
er way can our neighbors, to whom 
we would wish in every way to make 
proof of our friendship, work out 
their own development in peace and 
liberty. Mexico has no government. 
The attempt to maintain one at the 
City of Mexico has broken down, and 
& mere military despotism has been 
set up which has hardly more than 
the semblance of national authority. 
It originated in the usurpation of Vic- 
toriano Huerta, who, after a brief at- 
tempt to play the part of constitution- 
al President, has at last cast aside 
even the pretense of legal right and 
‘declared himself dictator. As @ con- 
sequence, a condition of affairs now 
exists in Mexico which has made it 
doubtful whether even the most ele- 
mentary and fundamental) rights eith- 
er of her own people or of the citi- 


.zens of other countries resident with- 


in her territory can long be success- 
fully safeguarded, and which threat- 
ens, if long continued, to imperil the 
interests of peace, order and tolerable 
life in the lands immediately to the 
south of us. Even-if the usurper had 
succeeded in his purposes, in despite 
of the constitution of the republic 
and the rights of its people, he would 
have set up nothing but a precarious 


and hateful power, which could have 
lasted but a little while, and whose 
eventual downfall would h@ve left the 


country in a more deplorable condi- 
tion than ever. But he has not suc- 
ceeded. He has forfeited the respect 
and the moral] support even of those 
who were at one time willing to see 
him succeed. Little by little he hag 
been completely isolated. By a little 
every day his power and prestige are 
crumbling and the collapse is not far 
away. We shall not, I believe, be 
obliged to alter our policy of watchful 
waiting. And then, when the end 
comes, we shall hope to see constitu- 
tional order restored ir distressed 
Mexico by the concert and energy of 
such of her leaders as prefer the lib- 
erty of their people to their own am- 
bitions. 

I turn to matters of domestic con- 
cern. You already have under con- 
sideration a bill for the reform of our 
system of banking and currency, for 
which the country waits with impa- 
tience, as for something fundamental 
to its whole business life and neces- 
sary to set credit free from arbitrary 
and artificial restraints. I need not 
say how earnestly I hope for ite early 
enactment into law. I take leave to 
beg that the whole energy and at- 
tention of the Senate be concentrated 
upon it till the matter is successfully 
disposed of. And yet I feel that the 
request is not needed—that the mem- 
bers of that great house need no urg- 
ing in this service to the country. 

I present to you, in addition, the 
urgent necessity that special provision 
be made also for facilitating the cred- 
its needed by the farmers of the coun- 
try. %-e pending currency bill does 
the fari..ers a great service. It puts 
them upon an equal footing with oth- 
er business men and masters of enter- 
prise, as it should; and upon its 
passage they will find themselves quit 
of manhy of the difficulties which now 
hamper them in the field of credit. 
The farmers, of course, ask and should 
be given no special privilege, such as 
extending to them the credit of the 
government itself. What they need 
and should obtain is legislation which 
will make their own abundant and 
substantial credit resources available 
as a foundation for joint, concerted 
local action in their own behalf in 
getting the capital they must use. It 
is to this we should now address our- 
selves. 


It has, singularty enough, come to 
pass that we have allowed the indus- 
try of our farms to lag behind the 
other activities of the country in its 
development. I need not stop to tell 
vou how fundamental to the life of 
the Nation ig the production of its 
food. « Our thoughts may ordinarily 
be concentrated upon the cities and 
the hives of industry, upon the cries 
of the crowded market place and the 
clangor of the factory, but it is from 
the quiet Interspaces of the open val- 
leys and the free hillsides that we 
draw the sources of life and of pros- 
perity. from the farm and the ranch, 
from the forest and the mine. With- 
out these every street would be si- 
lent, every office deserted, every fac- 
tory fallen into disrepair. And yet 
the farmer does not stand upon the 
same‘ footing with the forester and 
the miner in the market of credit. 
He ts the servant of the seasons. WNa- 
ture determines how long he must 
wait for his crops, and will not be 
hurried tn her processes. He may 
give his note, but the season of its 
maturity depends upon the season 
when his crop matures, Iles at the 
gates of the market where his prod- 
ucts are sold. And the security he 
gives is of a character not known in 
the broker's office or as familiarly as 
it might be on the counter of the 
banker. 

The Agricultural Department of 
the government is seeking to assist 
as never before to make farming an 
efficient business, of wide co-opera- 
tive effort, in quick touch with the 
markets for foodstuffs. The farmers 
and the government will henceforth 
work together as real partners in this 
field, where we now begin to see our 
way very clearly and where many in- 
telligent plans are already being put 
into execution. The Treasury of the 
United States has, by a timely and 
well-considered distribution of its 
Geposits, facilitated the moving of 
the crops in the present season and 
prevented the scarcity of available 
‘funds too often experienced at such 
times. But we must not allow our- 
selves to depend upon extraordinary 
expedients. We must add the means 
by which the farmer may make his 
credit constantly and easilv available 
and command when he will the capl- 
tal by which to support and expand 
his business. We lag behind many 
other great countries of the modern 


tems of rural credit have been siudied 


in attempting to do this. Sye- 


giving them the ample and familiar 


| 


and developed on the other side of 
the water while we left our farmers 
to shift for themselves in the ordi- 
nary money market. You have but 
to look about you in any rural! dis- 
trict to see the result, the handicap 
and embarrassment which have been 
put upon those who produce our 
food. 

Conscious of this backwardness and 
neglect on our part, the Congress re- 
cently authorized the creation of a 
special commission to study the vari- 
ous systems -.of rural credit which 
have been put into operation in Eu- 
rope, and this commission is aiready 
prepared to report. Its report ought 
to make it easier for us to determine 
what methods will be best sulted to 
our own farmers. I hope and believe 
that the committees of the Senate 
and House will address themselves to 
this matter with the most fruitful 
results, and I believe that the studies 
and recently formed plans of the De- 
partment of Agriculture may be 
made to serve them very greatly in 
their work of framing appropriate 
and adequate legislation. It would 
be indiscreet and.presumptuous in 
anyone to dogmatize upon so great 
and many-sided a question, but I feel 
confident that common counsel will 
produce the results we must all de- 
sire, 

Turn from the farm to the world of 
business which centers in the city 
and in the factory, and I think that 
all thoughtful observers will agree 
that the immediate service we owe 
the business communities of the 
country is to prevent private mo- 
nopoly more effectually than it has 
yet been prevented. I think it will 
be easily agreed that we should let 
the Sherman anti-trust law stand, un- 
altered, as it is, with its debatable 
ground about it, but that we should 
as much as possible reduce the area 
of that debatable ground by further 
and more explicit legislation; and 
should also supplement that great act 
by legislation which will not only 
clarify it but also facilitate its ad- 
ministration and make it fairer to all 
concerned. No doubt we shall all 
wish, and the country will expect, 
this to be the central subject of our 
deliberations during the present ses- 
sion; but it is a eubject so many- 
sided and so deserving of careful and 
discriminating discussion that I shall 
take the liberty of addressing you 
upon it in a special message at a later 
date than this. It is of capital im-. 
portance that the business men of 
this country should be relieved of all 
uncertainties of law with regard to 
their enterprises and investments and 
a clear path indicated which they 
can travel without anxiety. It is im- 
portant that they should be relieved 
of embarrassment and set ifree to 
prosper as that private monopoly 
should be destroyed. The ways of 
action should be thrown wide open. 

I turn to a subject which I hope 
can be handled promptly and with- 
out serious controversy of any kind. 
I mean the method of selecting nomi- 
nees for the Presidency of the United 
States. I feel confident that I do not 
misinterpret the wishes or the expec- 
tations of the country when I urge 
the prompt enactment of legislation 
which will provide for primary elec- 
tions throughout the country at 
which the voters of the several par- 
ties may choose their nominees for 
the Presidency without the interven- 
tion of nominating conventions. I 
venture the suggestion that this leg- 
islation should provide for the reten- 
tion of party conventions, but only 
for the purpose of declaring and ac- 
cepting the verdict of the primaries 
and formulating the platforms of the 
parties; and I suggest that these con- 
ventions should consist not of dele- 
gates chosen for this single purpose, 
but of the nominees for Congress, 
the nominees for vacant seats in the 
Senate of the United States, the Sen- 
ators whose terms have not yet 
closed, the national committees, and 
the candidates for the Presidency 
themselves, in order that platforms 
may be framed by those responsible 
to the people for carrying them into 
effect. 


These are all matters of vital do- 
mestic concern, and besides them, 
outside the charmed circle of our own 
national life in which our affections 
command us, as well as our con- 
sciences, there stand out our obliga- 
tions toward our territories over sea. 
Here we are trustees. Porto Rico, 
Hawali, the Philippines, are ours, in- 
deed, but not ours to do what we 
please with. Such territories, once 
regarded as mere possessions, are no 
longer to be selfishly exploited; they 
are part of the domain of public con- 
science and of serviceable and en- 
lightened statesmanship. We must. 
administer them for the people who 
live in them and with the-same. sense 
of responsibility to them as toward 
our own people in our domestic af- 
fairs. No doubt we shall successfully 
enough bind Porto Rico and the Ha- 
watian Islands to ourselves by ties of 
justice and interest and affection, but 
the performance of our duty toward 
the Philippines is a more difficult and 
debatable matter. We can satisfy 
the obligations of generous justice to- 
ward the people of Porto Rico by 


rights and privileges accorded our 
own citizens in our own territories 
and our obligations toward the peo- 
ple of Hawali by perfecting the pro- 
visions for self-government already 
granted them, but tn the Philippines 
we must go further. We must hold 
steadily in view their ultimate tnde- 
pendence, and we must move toward 
the time of that independence as 
steadily as the way can be cleared 
and the foundations thoughtfully and 
permanently laid. 

Acting under the authority con- 
ferred upon the President by Con- 
gress, I have already accorded the 
people of the islands: a majority in 
both houses of their legislative body 
by appointing five instead of four na- 
tive citizens to the membership of 
the commission. I believe that in this 
way we shall make proof of their 
capacity In counsel and their sense 
of responsibility in the exercise of 
nolitical power, and that the success 
of this step" will be sure to clear our 
view for the steps which are to fol- 
low. Step by step we should extend 
and perfect the system of self-govern- 
ment in the islands, making test of 
them and modifying them as experi- 
ence discloses their successes and their 
failures; that we should more and 
more put under the control of the 
native citizens of the archipelago the 
essential instruments of their life, 
their local instrumentalities of gov- 
ernment, their schools, all the common 
interests of their communities, and 
so by counsel and experience set up 
a government which all the world will 
see to be suitable to a people whose 
affairs are under their own control. 
At last, I hope and believe, we are 
beginning to gain the confidence of 
the Filipino peoples. By their coun- 
sel and experience, rather than by 
our own, we shall learn how best to 
serve them and how soon it will be 
possible and wise to withdraw our 
supervision. Let us once find the path 
and set out with firm and confident 
tread upon it and we shall not wander 
from it er linger upon it. 

A duty faces us with regard to Alas- 
ka’ which seems to me very pressing 
and very imperative; perhaps I should 
say a double duty, for it concerns both 
the political and the material develuop- 


Alaska should be given the full Ter- 
ritorial form of government, and 
Alaska, as a storehouse, should be 
unlocked. One key to it is a system 
of railways. These the government 
should itself build and administer, and 
the ports and terminals it should it- 
self control in the interest of all who 
wish to use them for the service and 
development of the country and its 
people. 

But the construction of railways is 
only the first step; is only thrusting in 
the key to the storehouse and throw- 
ing back the lock and opening the 
door. How the tempting resources of 
the country are to be exploited is an- 
other matter, to which I shall take the 
liberty of from time to time calling 
your attention, for it is a policy 
which must be worked out by well- 
considered stages, not upon theory, 
but upon lines of practical expediency. 
It is part of our general problem of 
conservation. We have a freer hand 
in working out the problem in Alas- 
ka than in the States of the Union; 
and yet the principle and object are 
the same, wherever we touch it. We 
must use the resources of the coun- 
try, not lock them up. There need 
be no conflict or jealousy ag between 
State and Federal authorities, for 
there can be no essential difference of 
purpose between them. The resources 
in question must be used, but not de- 
stroyed or wasted; used, but not mo- 
nopolized upon any narrow idea of in- 
dividual rights as against the abiding 
interests of communities. That a pol- 
icy can be worked out by conference 
and concession which will release 
these resources and yet not jeopard 
or dissipate them, I for one have no 
doubt; and it can be done on lines of 
regulation which need be no less ac- 
ceptable to the people and govern- 
ments of the States concerned than 
to the people and government of the 


‘nation at large, whose heritage these 


resources are. We must bend our 
counsels to this end. A common pur- 
pose ought to make agreement easy. 

Thiee or four matters of special im- 
portance and significance I beg that 
— will permit me to mention in clos- 
ng. 

Our Bureau of Mines ought to be 
equipped and empowered to render 
even more effectual service than it 
renders now in improving the condi- 
tions of mine labor and making the 
mines more economically productive 
as well as more safe. This is an all- 
important part of the work of conser- 
vation; and the conservation of human 
life and energy lies even nearer to our 
interest than the preservation from 
waste of our material resources, 

We owe it, in mere justice to the 
railway employees of the country, to 
provide for them a fair and effective 
employers’ ability act; and a law 
that we can stand by in this matter 
will be no less to the advantage of 
Those who administer the railroads of 
the country than to the advantage of 
those whom they employ. The experi- 
ence of a large number of the States 
abundantly proves that. 


We.ought to devote. ourselves to 
meeting pressing demands of plain 
justice like this as earnestly as to the 
accomplishment of political and eno- 
nomic reforms. Social justice comes 
first. Law is the machinery for ite 
realization and is vital only as it ex- 
presses and embodies it. 


An international congress for the 
discussion of all questions that affect 
safety at sea is now sitting in Lon- 
don at the suggestion of our own gov- 
ernment. So soon as the conclusions 
of that congress can be learned and 
considered we ought to address our- 
selves, among other things, to the 
prompt alleviation of the very unsafe, 
unjust, and burdensome i conditions 
which now surround the employment 
of sailors and render it extremely dif- 
ficult to obtain the services of spirited 
and competent men such.as every ship 
needs if it is to be safely handled and 
brought to port. 

May I not express the very real 
pleasure I have experienced in co- 
operating with this Congress and shar- 
ing with it the labors of common 
service to which it has devoted Itself 
so unreservedly during the past seven 
months of uncomplaining concentra- 
tion upon the business of legislation? 
Surely it is & proper and pertinent 
part of my report on “the state of the 
Union” to express my admiration for 
the diligence, the good temper, and 
the full comprehension of public duty 
which has already been manifested by 
both houses; and I hope that it may 
not be deemed an impertinent intru- 
sion of myself into the picture if I 
say with how much and how constant 
satisfaction I have availed myself of 
the privilege of putting my time and 
energy at their disposal alike jin coun- 
sel and in action. .

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The Dem- 
ocrats of the Senate put into opera- 
tion today the drastic programme 
they have adopted for the considera- 
tion of the administration currency 
bill. The Republicans, after two 
hours debate, prevented vote on a 
motion calling at once for continous 
sessions of the Senate daily from 10 
o'clock in the morning until 11 o'clock 
at night with a two-hour dinner recess, 
but the majority pressed the bill for- 
ward at every opportunity and kept 
the Senate in session tonight. f 

Senator Kern presented a resolu- 
tion which would have bound the Sen- 
ate to the proposition to sit thirteen 


hours a day, but the Republicans pro- 
tested and the resolution went over 
until tomorrow. The action of the 
Republicans followed a minority con- 
ference which decided to offer formal 
protest against the Democratic pro- 
gramme but agreed to make no con- 
certed effort to prevent speedy con- 
sideration of the currency bill. 

Efforts to get an agreement to vote 
in the Senate on the currency bill on 
Saturday, December 20, failed today, 
but the Senate Democrats began an 
energetic programme which they ex- 
pect will force early action. 

Senator Williams of Mississippi an- 
nounced that it was the intention of 
the Democrats to "exhaust the Sen- 
ate” and force an early vote. 

Senator Bristow attacked in un- 
measured terms and at length the 
Democratic programme. He declared 
the Democrats proposed to pass a bill 
by “physical exhaustion” instead of 
fair and free debate.

appointed them to a few other places 
which were previously held by Amert- 
cans. I believe the motive underlying 
these changes Is a praiseworthy desire 
to let the Filipinos prove their merit 
and show what they could do, I do not 
feel the experiment should be unduly 
criticised, but we should take the po- 
sition of ‘Hands off’ and what with 
suspended judgment, to let the policy 
have a chance to work itself out and 
show what the result will be. 

“Looking at the situation broadly, 
there is one fundamental thing to 
which the United States has pledged 
itself, viz.: To establish and main- 
tain a stable government in the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

“The real significance of the Ameri- 
can work in the Philippine Islands 
has been giving freedom to millions 
of people really held in serfdom. The 
premature withdrawal from the 
islands and the premature relinguish- 
ment of control will set back the 
hands of the clock, undo the work 
we have done, and as sure as the sun 
rises and sets, return these people to 
the bondage from which we have 
partly delivered them. 

“My recommendation has been and 
etill is that we proceed along what I 
consider the only safe lines of proce- 
dure, namely, that of evolution, that 
we fill the lower branches of the serv- 
ice with Filipinos, let them grow up 
with it, give them careful, wise and 
thorough supervision and romote 
them as a result of proved ciency, 
giving them only what is good for 
them, not always what they want. 

“But let us not let go the firm 
anchor of the assured sovereignty of 
the United States and try to tie up to 
any silly rope of eand such as ‘neu- 
tralization.’ Nevtraligation rests on 
nothing more than an agreement, and 
agreements among nations are Kept 
only so long as it ts in the interest 
of those nations to keep them. 

“How, if we give up control, are we 
to protect the lives and the property 
of the citizens of the signatory pow- 
ers to the agreement? To show you 
moet graphically the position we 
should then be in, I have only one 
question to ask. Is not one Mexi- 
co enough? Shall we make a second 
‘textico of the Philippine Islands?”

PARIS, Dec. 2.—The government of 
Premier Barthou was defeated by a 
vote of 290 to 265 tn the Chamber of 
Deputies this evening on the question 
whether the loan of $260,000,000 
ghould be subject to taxation or im- 
mune like the existing rentes. 

As soon as the vote placing the gov- 
emament in the minority by twenty- 
five was read, the ministers left the 
chamber in a body and proceeded to 
the Elysee Palace, where they 
handed their resignations to Presi- 


gent Poincare. 


The ministry, headed by J. Louls 
Rarthou, after a long and vigorous 
defense, fell before the combined at- 
tacks of the recently reorganized 
Radical party under former Premier 
Cailiaux and the Socialists led by M. 
Jaures. The government by a nar- 
row margin yesterday was victorious 
in a trial of strength against the 


‘opposition, the new loan then being 


approved. 

The debate today was on the ques- 
tion of extending to the new loan the 
game immunity from taxation as en- 
joyed by the old rentes, and the gov- 
ernment again made it a question of 
a vote of confidence. The opposition 
urged that to exempt the new rentes 
would enable those investing exclu- 
sively in them to evade unfairly the 
projected income tax. 

Premier Barthou and M. Dumont, 
the Minister of Finance, made elo- 
quent appeals to the chamber to re- 
spect the traditional immunity of the 
rentes. To tax rentes, they declared, 
would deal a deadly blow to the finan- 
cal prestige of France. But their 
appeal fell on deaf ears. The sitting 
grew more uproarious and frequently 
the President rang his bell in a vain 
attempt to obtain order. The result 
of the vote was greeted with wild 
cheering by members of the opposi- 
tien, while the government forces ap- 
peared greatly depressed.

ATTORNEYS PRESENT CASE TO 
SUPREME OOURT. 


Lamb Contends the Carriers Are 
Required to Ice Fruit Only When 
Asked to Do 8o by the Shippers, 
Who Can Precool It if They 
Wish. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE To THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Dec. 2.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Arguments In the precool- 
ing case were concluded before the 
Supreme Court today, The attor- 
neys for the government and the fruit 
growers feel no less confident than 
they did before the case opened that 
they will get a favorable decision, 

Attorney W. E. Lamp, In closing his 
argument, said that the growers had 
the right to prepare their fruit for 
shipment before turning it over to 
the carriers, who were required by 
law to furnish tce and refrigeration 
only when asked to do so by the ship- 
pers and after the fruit had been de- 
livered to,them for transportation. 
The carriers have consistently ig- 
nored this distinction in their argu- 
ments. Soliciter P. J. Farrell, of the 
Interstate Commerce ‘‘ommission, 
pursued a line of argument similar 
to that used by Attorney Lamb. 

As in yesterday's arguments, mem- 
bers of the court often interrupted 
to ask questions and showed fami?- 
larity with the question. They seemed 
to lean toward the side of the ship- 
pers. Justice McKenna observed, 
however, that {t would not be prac- 
ticable for the growers to establish 
cooling plants wherever there might 
be fruit to ship. 

FOR EFFICIENCY. 

Solicitor Farrell contended that 
neither could the railroads establish 
precooling plants wherever they 
might be required and that it would 
not be reasonable to demand it. 
Moreover, he could not see why the 
shippers should be required to make 
use of a more expensive method of 


shipment. These matters, he con- 
tended, are largely practical. The 
law question should be settled in 


favor of the more practical, efficient 
ard economical method. 

Fred H. Wood. for the Southern 
Pacific, took up the question whether 
the $7.50 rate was intended to include 
anything for the hauling of the Ice. 


— 


He sald it did not include anything 
for carriage and, 
ito do so, it was clearly confiscatory. 
That a precqoled car holds a heavier 
load of oranges had no bearing on 


should be a compensatory rate on th 

ice. That the shippers can p 

anc preice cheaper and more to thelr 
satisfaction than the carriers was no 
argument, he asserted, if the law re- 
quired the carriers to perform this 
service, But ke claimed that no eti- 
dence had m presented to prove 
the superiority of the system used by 
the shippers. 

Justice Pitney asked how counsel 
reconciled this statement with the 
declaration of the commission that 
the shippers had the only satisfactery 
system. 

“I do not reconcile it,” said Wood.. 
“It's a question of fact. The latter 
statement represents the opinion of

DATE INDUSTRY GROWING. 


Prediction Made That It Will Figure 


Largely in the Development of 

Southern Claifornia. 

Highly optimistic regarding the 
important place the date industry 


will acquire in California, J>-A. Bur- 
chatt of Mecca, who is at the Hollen- 
beck, gave interesting facts last 
night as to the present crop of dates 
in the Coachella Valley, which, he 
says, have been shipped to every State 
fn the Union except two, since: the 
Season began, six weeks ago. 

Burchatt is manager for the Amer- 
fcan Date Company, a syndicate own- 
ing 640 acres at Arabia, formerly Dur- 
brough, this State, and also ten 
acres adjoining the United States 
Government Experimental Station at 
Mecca. The latter tract has produced 
two tons of dates this season, from 
less than 200 trees. The average 
planting is fifty trees to the acre, and 
the fruit sold this year at 75 cents 
a box of fifteen ounces. 

“For the limited area of suitable 
land available,” said Burchett, “the 
date industry will be the most im- 
portant in Southern California. Dates 

ulre not only a warm but an arid 
climate. In addition to shipping to 
all but two of the States of the 
Union this year, we have sent dates 
to England, Germany, France, Italy 
and Austria. The people of this coun- 
try have not begun to realize the food 
value of the date, with its 65 per 
cent. of carbo-hydrates and 16 per 
cent. of protein, which, with the ad- 
dition of a small proportion of fatty 
foods, like milk and cream, makes 
an ideal food.”

AGED PIONEER DIES. 


Aliso-Street Saddler Passes Peace- 

fully Away—More Than Half-Cen- 

tury a Resident of Los Angeles. 

One of the oldest residents of the 
city and one of the earliest ploneers 
passed away yesterday of old age. 
Albert William Schubert, familiarly 
known to all the older inhabitants, 
died at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Lydia Nelitzke, No. 170 East 
Vernon avenue, at the advanced age 
of 90 years. 

The deceased a native Ger- 
many, came to this country with his 
wife and daughter in 1856, and in 
1859 he came to Los Angeles to look 
up a home for his family. He opened 
a saddier shop in the old Bell's block 
on Aliso street and lived in the rear 
of the shop for many years. In 
1866, his wife having died at Toledo, 
O., during his absence, he went back 
and brought his only daughter, Lydia, 
to make her home with him in this 


city. He remarried, but his second 
wife died after a few years, his 
daughter married, and for thirty 


years or more he has,lived alone at 
Seventeenth and Oak streets, where 
he owned a property. Though he was 
offered a home at different times by 
his grandchildren, he steadily 
fused to leave his little house, declar- 
ing that he could not stand the noise 
of the children. He was never known 
to be sick, but three weeks ago he be- 
came so weak from old age that his 
daughter insisted upon taking him 
to her home, and there, at an early 
hour yesterday morning, he passed 
away . He leaves his daughter, Mrs. 
Neitzke, seven grandchildren and 
thirteen great-grandchildren. The 
funeral services will be conducted at 
2:30 o'clock tomorrow afternoon at 
the Sutch undertaking pariors.

President Ousted, One Mem- 
ber Quits, Third East. 


Council Removes McReyn- 
olds Five to Three. 


And Wright Announces He 
Will Resign Today. 


There fs no Board of Public Utill- 
ties. O. McReynolds, its presi- 
dent, was thrown out of office yes- 
terday by the City Council on the 
Mayor’s request; Martin Bekins is in 
the East and will be for another 
month; Augustine W. Wright an- 
nounced last night that he will resign 
at once. 

McReynolds was ousted by the 
Council by a vote of five to three on 
the adoption of a report by the Pub- 


lic Utilities Committee, and yesterday 
afternoon he packed his private be- 
longings in the department of Public 
Utilities and left the municipal serv- 


ice. 
When notified by The Times that 
McReynolds had been released, 


Wright, whose term extends to Janu- 
ary, 1916, said that he will resign, 
and his resignation giving his rea- 
sons for his act is to be presented to 
the Mayor some time today. 

“It is a shame that they let Mc- 
Reynolds go,” said Wright. “I have 
been“in ful] accord with his acts and 
in sympathy with his attitude on the 
gaa question. I think that*the Mayor 
and Council did him a great injustice 
by repudiating him.” 


“POLITICS,” SAYS LANGDON. 


Toward the end of the long fight on 
McReynolds it was certain that the 
Mayor's request for his removal would 
be concurred in. Councilmen  Bet- 
kouski, Conwell and Snowden stood 
by McReynolds yesterday. The even 
alignment of the Council was broken 
by Langdon, who turned against Mc- 
Reynolds at the final vote. Langdon 
made a sensational charge that 

| Mayor Rose was playing politics when 
he asked the Council to remove Mc- 
Reynolds. 

“The Mayor knew that the Coun- 
ell stood four for and four against 
McReynolds,” said Langdon. “He 
knew that McReynolds would not be 
removed, and I changed my atti- 
tude simply to shoulder the entire re- 
sponsibility for the removal upon the 
Mayor, where it belongs. I don’t pro- 
pose to stand for that kind of politics, 
but since he started I am willing to 
Help him through and make him take 
the blame for the removal of Mc- 
Reynolds.” 

Langdon filed a report, as 2 mem- 
ber of the Public Utilities Commit- 
tee, In which he gave four reasons for 
his vote. They are: ‘ 

(1.) McReynolds made a mistake in 
letting natural gas into the mains 
without telling other members of his 
beard and the chairman of the Pub- 
a Utilities Committee of the Coun- 
«li, 

(2.) McReynolds has no legal in- 
terest in the land producing natural 


as, 

(3.) I believe that consumers have 
received a substantial reduction in 
their gas bills as the result of turn- 
ing natural gas into the mains. — 

(4.) I believe McReynolds to be 
aman of ability and integrity, but as 
the success of the Mayor's administra- 
tions depends upon the acts of his 
commissions, and as he has asked to 
remove McReynolds, the Council 
should concur. | 

McKenzie, chairman of the Public 
Utilities Committee, reviewed some 
of the testimony adduced at the 
hearings, aud charged that McReyn- 
om is unfit for further public serv- 
ce. 

The removal of McReynolds was at- 
tended by simple statements from 
both sides of the Council, and the 
customary fireworks of the Allender- 
Foss-Finkle brand were missing. 

“I belleve in the integrity of Mc- 
Reynolds,” said Councilman Conwell, 
“IL believe he is an honest man, and 
has done his best to serve the inter- 
ests of the whole people. The effect of 
the concurrence in the Mayor’s re- 
quest for removal would be to turn 
out in the last weeks of his admini«- 
tration a man who has done what he 
always thought was right. Through 
the investigation his integrity, his 
ability or his motive was not im- 

hed, Therefore, {t is left to you 
find the real reason behind the de- 
mand for his removal.” 
THE PROS AND CON. 

Counctiman Snowd@en sald that he 
believed McReynolds has done what 
he thought right. “I know him to be 
honest, efficient and always working 
for the best interests of all the peo- 
ple,” he added. 

Councilman Wheeler attacked Mc- 
Reynolds on the ground that he was 
at variance with the administration. 
“Tt is not entirely a question of the 
honesty or tnt ty of McReynolds.” 
Ne said. “He ts out of harmony with 
those whom the people have trusted 
to carry out their policies. If there is 
any reason why McReynolds ts un- 
able to conform to those policies 
why sheuld we let one appointee set 
at naught the will of 89 per cent. of 
the people.” Wheeler asserted that by 
failing to make a proper gas rate Mc- 
Reynolds had allowed the corpora- 
tions ft ake $8600 a day from the 
people, which ts considerably less than 
the figure estimated by Allender, 
Foes, et al. 

When he was notified of the Coun- 
ef] action, McReynolds said: 

“TIT am more firmly convinced than 
ever that the Counct! does not want 
aman with honest convictions on the 
Board of Public Utilities. I am quit- 
ting the city’s employ with no ani- 
mus, and with the consciousness that 
I have done at all times just what I 
thought was right.”

STORM DRAIN TROUBLES. 

With the first rains of the season 
the large concrete conduit constructed 
as a storm drain for*the Turnbull 
Canyon arroyo, in the north part of 
town, collapsed tn places, forming a 
dangerous menace to adjacent prop- 
erty, which would most likely be 
flooded if a heavy rain should come. 


Preliminary investigation by § the 
street department showed that the 
énjury was more than temporary, and 
for several days teams have been at 
work excavating the conduit, which 
in some places was covered to a depth 
of twenty feet. Aside from the faulty 
construction of the conduit, it is now 
declared that it Is entirely too small 
to afford proper outlet for the water 
of the canyon tn case of freshet. The 
whole matter forms one of the most 
annoying problems for the City Trus- 
tees to meet, as the conduit is partly 
city property and partly private prop- 
erty. It has ifts legal, financial and 
engineering phases, any one of which 
would be no easy problem for imme- 
diate solution. Temporary arrange- 
ments are being made to take care of 
the winter’s storm waters and during 
the next year the trustees hope to 
find a satisfactory solution of the en- 
tire matter. 

ENLARGING CHURCH HOLDINGS. 

In line with an expressed belief 
that the church should soon have ad- 
ditional facilities, more ground, more 
reom, better buildings, the Friends’

Formation of Million-Dollar YInsti- 
tution to Be Located In the Marsh- 
Strong Block Under Way. 

The organization of a new-$1,090,- 
000 commercial, trust and savings 
bank, to be located on the ground fleor 
of the Marsh-Strong bullding, on the 
corner of Main and Ninth streets, is 
being worked out by a number of 
business men, including several] well- 
known real estate dealers. 

There are already about thirty sub- 
scribers to stock in the new institu- 
tion, and at a meeting held yesterday 
articles of incorporation were signed 
by a number of the future directors. 
It is expected that the new bank wil! 
be opened by next March. - 

Warren Gillelen, vice-president of 
the California Savings Bank, is to be 
president of the new bank. There are 
to be twenty-one directors, among 
whom will be Frank R. Strong, George 
W. Dickinson, C. K. Berg, John W. 
Kemp and H. O. Griffith. Robert 
Marsh also is interested in the for- 
mation of the new bank. 

The authorized capital of the bank 
will be $1,000,000, of which about

HIGHWAY MAY OPEN 
THE PALOS VERDES. 


HAT Frank A. Vanderlip, presi- 
T dent of the National City Bank of 
New York, with the other eastern 
capitalists associated with him in the 
recent purchase of the Palos Verdes 
Ranch, may be induced to grant a 
right of way through that holding, 
making possible the creation of 4 
magnificent scenic highway along the 
coast from Clifton-by-the-Sea to San 
Pedro, is looked upon as @ live pos- 
sibility by Carl F. Schader, the Los 
Angeles real estate broker who han- 
flied the sale of the great property 
to the eastern syndicate. Vanderlip, 
who, with Schader, has already been 
entirely over. the coast line holding, 
was the guest yesterday of Lyman J. 
Gage, former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, at the latter’s Point Loma home, 
and could not be interviewed on the 


| subject. 


Schader is authority for the etate- 
ment that Vanderlip, upon his return 
to this city the last of the week, wil) 
be sounded on the highway proposi- 
tion by the representatives of several] 
organizations that have in the past 
worked valiantly to bring about the 
construction of a wide paved road- 
way through the former Bixby hold- 
ings. Business men generally have 
long seen in this suggested improve- 
ment a worthy substitute for the all- 
but-abandoned scheme to extend the 
coast branch of the State highway 
around the shore line of the Malibu 
ranch, 

The Bixby family was always op- 
posed to granting a right of way across 
the ranch, because the property wae 
until recently given over largely to 
range purposes. The former owners 
objected to having to build the thirty 
miles or more of fence required to 
keep thetr cattle from straying over 


a highway. Just what epoch-marking 


changes the new owners will bring 
about is more or less problematical, 


but it is certain that the last of the 


annual Palos Verdes rodeos, with their 
reminiscent flavor of the old Califor- 
nia, has been held. 


As a route for a coast highway the 
bluffs rising above the fourteen miles 


of shore line comprising the seaward 
boundary of the Palos Verdes Ranch 
have long been regarded as possessing 
scenic advantages unsurpassed in the 
United States. Entering the ranch at 
the southern edge of Clifton-by-the- 
Sea, such a highway would traverse 
a winding course, commanding from 
aimost every point an outlook upon 


some one or more of the picturesque 


natural features of the property. 
Malague Cove and Portuguese Bend, 
places famous in the early history of 


Southern California, would be made 


accessible to the genera] public, and 
beaches, grottos and rugged palisades 
in an endless panorama would unfold 
before the gaxe of the traveler over 
the road. 

The highway would bring Balboa, 
Newport, Huntington Beach, Sunset 
Beach, Naples, Long Beach, San 
Pedro, 
Beach, El Segundo, Venice, Ocean 
Park, Banta Monica and a number 
of leaser places into close touch, mak- 
ing @n almost continuous beach de 
velopment from the Santa Monica 
Mountains to the limits of the de- 
veloped South Coast district. It would 
be the connecting link in the projected 
coast highway to San Diego.

HOLLYWOOD WATER PLANT. 
Public 


Service Commission Dis- 
cusses Its Acquisition Informally 
After Adjournment, 

At the meeting of the Public 
Service Commission yesterday, fol- 
lowing adjournment, an informal talk 
developed upon the topic of the ac- 
quisition by the city of the Union 
Hollywood Water Company. The vld 
water board had tentatively outlined 
a plan by which the consumers in the 
district now covered by that com 
pany, in the event of Its purchase by 
the city, should pay a higher -rute 
than other city consumers until the 


excess above rates paid elsewhere in 
the city should liquidate the cost 
of the plant. By that plan it is prob- 
able Hollywood consumers would not 
secure the lower rates during the life 
of the present generation. 

Commissioner Snyder, after hearing 
of this plan, declared that he would 
never vote for it. ; 

“It is unfair and discriminatory,” 
he said. “I am in favor of assessing 
the cost upon all the property in that 
entire district, so that each property 
owner will pay his share. Otherwise, 
the man who owns vacant property 
will have no shar ein the expense, 
but after the consumers have paid 
for it he could come in, build houses 
on. his property and get the lower 
rate.’ 

Several other 1 members of the board 
discussed the matter from the same 
standpoint, and when the Hollywood 
plant is purchased that is the plan 
that would in all Mtlikelihood be 
adopted. 

A resolution was adopted that here- 
after the commission will meet at 4 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon, Instead 
of at 3:15. 


HAS MANY DEPOSITORS. 


Success of Savings Department of 
Postoffice Shown by Figures Just 
Made Public. 

The success of the postal savings 
department of the Los Angeles post- 
office is attested by figures given yes- 
terday.

DEFENDS HIS RACE. 


Japanese Professor Produces Argu- 

ment Why His People Should Not 

Be Classed as Mongolians. 

Prof. Ichihashi, professor of Japa- 
nese History in Stanford University, 


who speaks English fluently and with 
assurance, delivered an address be- 
fore the students of U.S.C. yesterday, 
in which he contended that the Japa- 
nese are not Mongolians, but a racial- 
ly composite people. He said the 
race contains elements from the South 
Seas, from the Chinese seaboard, from 
Korea and from the Far North, and 
institutionally they are a unit, the 
combining forces having been at work 
Fince prehistoric times. In any case, 
he said, the composite result is some- 
thing that differentiates them from 
any continental Astatic people, and a 
Fhoenician strain might have come 
from the Syrian traders when they 
were pushing Greek civilization by sea 
to the ends of the earth. He thus ac- 
counts for what he calls the “artistic 
affinity’ between ancient Greek and 
modern Japanese.

It is said 
to be both sublime and cryptic and to give 
the impression of an enduring fragment of 
the ages. The figure is that of a strong, 
dark angel with mystery, pride and pity 
blending on a majestic brow and with 
wings of a curious swéep and of daring ex- 
pansion. The figure is in the nude and re- 
quired some slight concealment before 
Paris could find it acceptable. The French 
do not mind the nude in the feminine, but 
they are hardly prepared for masculine an- 
gels. Perhaps they douft the existence of 
such creatures. What we started out to 
say was that we welcome a new figure for 
the Wilde tomb. The curious and mysteri- 
ous study in sculpture which has marked 
the resting place of that unhappy genius 
in the past has been a question mark of 
art, but was never adequate. 

HE ATHERTON BOMB. 

People continue to discuss Gertrude 
Atherton’s attack on Harry Thaw since, in 
a measure, it amounts to a defense of Stan- 
ford White. Many women are crying shame 
upon Gertrude for not standing up for her 
sex. Since there is so much talk of doypble 
and single standards it might be quite as 
well, however, if women were sometimes 
willing to take their share of the blame and 
to admit the fact where other women are 
clearly at fault. It is quite certain that a 
woman like Evelyn Thaw is not worth the 
murder of a man like Stanford White. On 
the other hand, White was guilty at one

upon him and was the rea! reason for his 
destruction. He did not release the woman 
when she wanted to quit and he sneered 
at her honest relations with her husband 
and taunted her past mistakes in the face 
of the man to whom she then belonged. 
Tt is to be hoped that civilization will never 
become so refined that this kind of ugliness 
will not meet with the last punishment. ~ 
TE LAUGHING. 
It is a curious fact that the first thing 
one does on being born is to emit a wail. 
All of us seem to start life with a lamenta- 
tion. Nobody seems to have been cheerful 
about being born. If a baby agrees with 
what it sees upon opening its eyes on this 
world of flowers and light it has a mighty 
poor way of expressing ite joy. It seems 
to figure that it has struck a sorrowfu! star 
and that it is necessary to put in an early 
complaint. Nevertheless, everybody else in 
the house seems to be laughing and to be 
pleased over the event, or perhaps we 
should say the advert, and the baby is the 
only grouch tn the party. ‘Now, out of grat- 
itude for all the happiness which comes 
afterward; the only way that a man might 
really square himself for his early mistake 
would be to pass from among men with a 
amfle on the lips..

OV. JOHNSON’S GAUCHERIES. 

We notice some little newspaper dis 
cussion of the braggart speech made by 
Gov. Johnson at a dinner given him by 
admiring Progressives last week at San 
Francisco. The occasion was a stereotyped 
love feast, with copious expressions of mu- 
tual admiration from all 
about the banquet board and enlivened by 
typical Johnsonian recriminations against 
all persons, parties and policies that do not 
subscribe to the dictum of the professional 
reformers. 

- Gov. Johnson spoke with a Moses-like 
authority on future events that compels the 
followers in the faith that “Man Must Eat” 


to believe that on Sinai’s top the Lord had 


granted him an encouraging interview on 
Progressive prospects. But ———! If Gov. 
Johnson has reported his inspired visions 
with no more accuracy than marks his 
meetings with people on this earth there is 
no way to tell just what took place, but the 
chances are that Holy Hiram, as his neo- 


phytes delight in calling him, has grossly. 


misrepresented the facts. 

To give a concrete example: In inundat- 
ing himself with compliments that flow 
from his lips—soothing as the balm of Gil- 
ead to his vanity—as is quite customary, 
Gev. Johnson said: “If [| had shaken hands 
with Harrison Gray Otis when he came to 
shake hands with me, if I had crawled to 
Michael de Young, or if I had made friends 
with any of the other millionaire journal- 
ists who are attacking me, they would all 
be friendly now.” 

This is simply another lubberly outbreak 
on the part of Gov. Johnson-—an attempt 
to derive a little cheap notoriety from a 
mendacious and malicious representation 
ofa trifling episode. Otis never sought 
to shake hands with Gov. Johnson, as little 
Hiram well knows. His idle tale grows 
out of the following facts: On a public oc- 
casion, shortly after the Governor's elec- 
tion, Gen. Otis approached an automobile 
at the Arcade station to shake hands with 
a friend, a State official, with whom he 
had a few words of greeting. Gov. John- 
son happened to be in the same car, but 
Gen. Otis was not aware of it. A well- 
meaning but mistaken gentleman, without 
consultation, attempted to introduce Gen. 
Otis to the Governor; he did it without the 
general's consent and certainly against his 
will—but let that pass. It was a faux pas 
which a gentleman might have overlooked; 
but the ill-bred Governor (apparently gov- 
erned by the amenities of the slums where 
he received his early social education) 
made a disgusting disturbance and boasted 
of his gaucherie in the newspapers. Out of 
this boorishness of his own the uncouth 
Johnson now seeks to make political cap- 
ital. : 

If any “millionaire” enemy, as Johnson 
loves to designate all of his opponents, as 
though paying a compliment to his own 
unpurchasable integrity, cared to make 
friends with Gov. Johnson he would only 
need to pattern his mode of approach after 
George W. Perkins, the harvester trust 
philanthropist who finances the Progressive 
party and works women and girls in the 
twine department ten and twelve hours per 
day on salaries less than $6 per week. 
He would only need to approach Gov. John- 
son in the same manner as Toopious Earl, 
who won a fortune by rebates from the 
railroads with which to assist Johnson’s 
campaigns for righteousness and piety. 

Gov. Johnson has a tremendous amount 
of verbal courage; he is odoriferous with 
rhetorical honesty; he boasts, as no honest 
man need do, of his political integrity— 
but does he think that so soon the people 
have forgotten the promise he made to sup- 
port La Follette for the Presidency and the 
brazenly traitorous manner in which he 
sacrificed the Wisconsin Senator for the 
empty honor of being Roosevelt’s running 
mate? The people of California know that 
Gov. Johnson is the boss and dictator of 
Chester Rowell, who inadvertently gave out 
that he (Rowelt) was not “squeamish” 
about stealing offices for the Progressive 
party. Rowell would not dare advocate 
such a thing without Johnson's acquies- 
cence. 

Gov. Johnson has excellent reason for 
wishing to deny that he is not a hypocrite; 
the circumstances are such that he does 
well in vociferously asserting his own in- 
tegrity; the political outlook, which augurs 
the inevitable amalgamation of the disrupt- 
ed Republican party, is such that he must 
frantically endeavor to hold fast the dis- 
illusioned cohorts of the Progressives or 
slip that much sooner—for slip he shall, 
even as the demagogic Shank and the hypo- 
critical Sulzer—into insignificance and hu- 
miliation.

Singularly enough the day on which 
the Chief of Police was granted permission 
to put on twenty-five additional men the 
first bad local hold-up of the year occurred 
in Southern California when a whole car- 
load of passengers were robbed and a prom- 
inent resident of Alhambra was killed. The 
extra men are given to compete with the 
influx of tramps who are lured here from 
the world over on account of the soft win- 
ter climate. The restless and worthless ho- 
bos winter here regularly, spending their 
summers and autumns in the larger cities 
of the East. The result is that the winter 
and spring witness many more crimes in 
California cities than occur in the other 
seasons. It will probably be wise if the 
new policemen are all plain-clothes men 
and if some system of decoy is used. The 
highwayman is generally like a snake fn 
that you never see one when you expect 
him. It will take more than ordinary police 
methods to effect the capture of any of 


them. 


OW WAGES CAUSE STRIKES IN 
L ENGLAND. 

Low wages are causing chronic discon- 
tent, many strikes and constant labor un- 
rest in England, all made worse by the 
enormous increase in the cost of living in 
the last twenty years. A recent report of 
the British Consul at Galveston, Tex., 
proves that very many articles of food are 
much cheaper in the United States than 
they are in England, while wages paid in 
Galveston are invariably 50 per cent. high- 
er than English wages in the same trades.

Begin by compiling a lot of statistics 
from some source nobody else can find for 
refutation or confirmation. Prove that the 


radish is one of the most vitally nutritious 
vegetables in captivity, and that thousands 
of people perish in great pain annually for 
the want of them. Then prove that there 
are waste lands in this country that could 
easily and with little labor be made to fur- 
nish 47,234,862,593 bushels and one quart 
of radishes each year, which would save 
these millions of radish-famished persons 
and let them live in great comfort, if not 
splendor. Go on and prove that these 
lands are held by people who are wealthy. 

It doesn’t have to be radishes, under- 
stand. Carrots, bumblebees, artichokes, 
ragweeds, Frenched lamb chops—just any- 
thing. You can prove anything, especially 
if it isn’t true, with tables of figures. 

Don’t worry about getting somebody to 
belfeve you. There are hundreds of acres 
of human beings who are so long on credu- 
lity and so short on brains that they fee’ 
aggrieved if some impossible creed isn't 
handed them to believe every once in a 
while. They just have to believe some- 
thing miraculous and unreasonable, or die, 
As for thinking up something for them- 
selves, don’t mention such a distasteful 
job! 0 

After you have worked at this till you 
have the credulous all believing you and

parts of beef cost 24 to 30 cents a pound 
in England. Butter is alone the same in 
both countries, namely, from 28 to 32 cents 
a pound. Ham costs in London quite 30 
cents a pound, against 23% cents in Los 
Angeles (the very best kind) and 19 cents 
average for the country. Turkey ‘costs 15 
cents a pound in Galveston against 24 cents 
in London. These are merely a few in- 
stances; the list might be extended almost 
indefinitely. And remember that American 
wages are two and three times as high as 
English wages. For example, a London 
bookbinder, working eight hours a day, 
earns $7.50 to $10 a week, converting the 
pound sterling at $5; in Galveston he gets 
$20 a week; carpenters get $3.25 a day 
against $1.75 in London. An English clerk 
who can write shorthand efficiently, type- 


write and keep books and accounts accu- [ 


rately rarely earns more than $7.25 to $10 
a week. : 

The British government report on “The 
Cost of Living in American Towns” stated 
that the American workman had “a com- 
mand of the necessaries and conveniences 
and minor luxuries of life that is both nom- 
inally and really greater than enjoyed by 
a corresponding class in Great Britain.” 

In England the cost of living har In- 
creased much more than the increase in 
wages. In fact, in many industries wages 
have not risen 5 per cent. during the last 
ten or fifteen years, while the cost of liv- 
ing has gone up from 20 to 25 per cent. at 
least, so that in some trades wages may 
be said to have fallen. This is really the 
cause of all the labor unrest England is 
constantly experiencing. That is why Eng- 
land today faces a general strike.

LOOD CRYSTAIS4. 

Identification by blood crystals is the 
last achievement of medical science, It has 
been known for some time that every kind 
of animal blood deposits distinct crystals, 
so that under the microscope the specialist 
can tell at once from what animal any 
blood has been obtained. 

But now, according to latest reports, the 
microscope has revealed an even more im- 
portant fact. The blood of every individual 
man and woman, it is asserted, has a crys- 
tal formation of its own, as clearly defined 


as the markings on the thumb, and in no 


two persons exactly alike. 

The practical uses of this discovery in 
detecting crime are evident at once, should 
further experimentation corroborate the 
theory. Any murderer who has been 
wounded in a struggle with his victim and 
has left a blood stain behind wil) have fur- 
nished the proof that may bring him to the 
gallows. 

So every day science is aiding justice 
in its combat with crime, every day the 
way of the transgressor is made harder. 
Not only in the skin, but also in the blood, 
every man will be carrying around with 
him an identification card, provided by na- 
ture, which there will be no gainsaying. 
No forgery of crystals is possible; no alibi 
will avail against this proof furnished from 
the very heart; nor can a change of heart 
effect a change of crystals.

LSTER’S REBELLION. 

The Marquis of Londonderry, speak- 
ing at Hetton-le-hole, Durham, on the Irish 
Home Rule bill and Asquith’s recent pro- 
nouncement on the Ulster question, deliv- 
ered some telling blows against the attl- 
tude of the British government. 

Lord Londonderry said that previous to 
ae union Ulster was the poorest of all the 
provinces of Ireland. In his speech, His 
-Lordship said: ~ 

“Ul.ter has not the great harbor of Cork 
and the great grazing fields of Kildare and 
Tipperary, but by her own energy, and 
thanks to the union, she is now the richest 
province in Ireland and pays two-thirds of 
the entire revenue. All she asks is to be 
let alone.” 

He did not hesitate to say that there were 
at that moment something like 100,000 men, 
ready, if home rule was thrust-upon them, 
to resist it by armed force. These men, if 
England would only stand by them, would 
stand by England in the hour of danger 
and would prove the finest territorial army 
that could be found in the United Kingdom, 


_ Why not let Ulster alone, and give “home | 


rule” to the rest of Ireland? Is there any- 
thing In the constitution of Great Britain to 
prohibit such an arrangement? There is no 
written constitution anyhow, and the col-

There are places 
in the city where the weeds actually 
interlock over and across the side- 
walk, making it necessary for pedes- 
trians to go into the street and dodge 
the automobiles.

to grow on the farms, or along the 
country roads in many of the eastern 
States, is here to be seen not only on 
the vacant lots, but also along the 
sidewalks. There are perhaps hun- 
dreds of places where a medium-sized 
man must stoop to pass under the 
trees, which so profusely embellish 
our city streets. In many places, too, 
the sidewalks are so ragged and torn 
that grass and weeds are grow ing in 
the middle of the walk. 

Why are men not sent out to do this 
work, as is done in so many other 
cities, where people wilfully disre- 
gard the ordinance, and let the cost be 
assessed to the owners? And, by 
the way, would not that doa little 
toward solving the problem of the 
unemployed? If this were a problem 
difficult of solution, some excuse might 
be offered; but could there be any- 
thing more simple, anything more 
equitable? I consider it a disgrace 
that this is not done, and in my opin- 
ion the official or officials accountable 
for these conditions deserve to be re- 
called. 

There are some ordinances, how- 
ever, which are fairly well enforced, 
I observe. Some one (having a full 
stomach, I infer) has discovered, or 
at least decided, that the Salvation 
Army and the Volunteers of America 
when soliciting funds to provide 
Thanksgiving and Christmas dinners, 
have become a menace, or at least 2 
nuisance. And an edict from some 
official source was sent forth exclud- 
ing them from the city streets. And 
no evidence is required to prove that 
it was, and is, being enforced to the 
letter.

EVIDENCE DOES 
‘NOT WORRY HIM. 


Portuguese Still Denies Mur- 
der Charge. 


Admits Everything Except 
the Slaying.

Confronted with damaging circum- 
stantial evidence of his guilt, but pro- 
testing his innocence, Manuel Francis 
Cabral, accused of the murder of Mrs. 
Harriet Vorndam in the Mission apart- 
ments on North Broadway, was 
brought here from San Diego last 
night and locked in the City Jail 
Cabral, who is a wealthy Portuguese 
fisherman, was arrested in San Diego 
Monday. j 

Kept awake for hours and plied 
with questions by men whose business 
it is to detect flaws and to take in- 


stant advantage of the mistakes of 
others, the accused man showed a 
remarkable fortitude and resisted the 
utmost efforts of his questioners to 
trap him. Representatives from the 
District Attorney’s office, detectives 
and newspaper men failed to shake 
his story. 

If Cabral were more intelligent or 
less subtle, so the officers say, the mat- 


ing he is guilty—would be much more 
simple. He disarms the force of argu- 
ment by admitting everything up to 
the actual killli.g, and then stops. 
No amount of argument or entreaty 
suffices to break down his story. 

He confesses everything the officers 
expect or want him to confess—ex- 
cept the murder. He falls in readily 
with suggestions as to where he waa, 
what he was doing and what hap- 
pened up to the time of the killing. 
When it is pointed out to him that 
his story is not plausible, he merely 
shrugs his shoulders and lifts his eye- 
brows. He Is told that no innocent 
man would sit In a room with a mur- 
dered woman for almost three hours 
and then depart without notifying any 
person. He calls attention to the al- 
that that is precisely what 
he did. 


NEVER HURT A WOMAN. 


Attention is brought to his great, 
hairy hands; to his phenomenal 
strength; to the thousand and one 
things that make the_theory of his 
guilt plausible. He wipes away the 
whole tissue by the naive statement: 
“These han’, you theenk heem vera 
strong, eh? Mebby I hold one, two, 
three rope, like thees, an’ I break 
heem, so? Yes, but please, meester, 
these han’ nevair lay so much as one 
ounce weight on any woman when 
I'm angry. Sometime in play, yes; 
not to hurt, no.” 

Cabral is shrewd. No question es- 
capes him_and he insists on answer- 
ing, no matter how trivial the query. 
He challenges every statement of al- 
leged fact that differs from his own 
version of what happened. He offers 
no excuse for his action; asks no one 
to believe his story; simply tells his 
story over and over again, and lets 
it go at that. 

Culling out the mass of detall show- 
ing his relations with the victim since 
he first met her, the statement of the 
accused man its to the effect that he 
went to his room ‘n the Mission 
Apartments and found the woman 
dead, on his bed. He eat there, on 
the foot of the bed, from 3 o'clock in 
the morning until shortly after 5 
o'clock, and then departed, leaving 
his effects behind, and remained in 
hiding until he was captured in San 
Diego, 

As he talked last night, he did not 
hesitate. Question after question, de- 
signed to trap him, he met apparent- 
ly fairly or parried skillfully. The 
only evidence of nervousness discern- 
able was in the number of matches 
he wasted in smoking his cigar. He 
smoked ‘fiercely for a few puffs and 
then permitted the glowing spark to 
die. Time after time he repeated 
this.

vested at this time is not only the 


largest but is the highest in quality in 
the history of this district, This is the 
leading statement of the nual re- 
port of Horticultural Commissioner 
A. G. Schulz, which wag filed with the 
Board of Supervisors this afternoon. 
Schulz reports that during the year 
which has just closed there have been 
planted 300,500 orange trees, of which 
90,000 were home grown, the _ re- 
mainder being imported from South- 


ern California. There were also plant- /| 


ed 13,760 lemon trees, 372,985 citrus 
seed-bed stock, 89,000 grape vines, 
50,780 olive trees, 9890 grape fruit, 
42,600 pruned, 27,675 peaches, besides 
smaller numbers of other deciduous 
and citrus fruits, 

According to the detailed census 
of the orchards as completed by 
Schulz and his deputies there are now 
in trees the following acreages: Ap- 
ples, 980; apricots, 910; nectarines, 
36; pears, 207; peaches, 13,141; 
cherries, 69; walnuts, 280; olives, 


3500; oranges, 40,200; lemons, 960;/ 


grape fruit, 850; pomegranates, 990.

TO RETAIN FLOOD WATER. 


Monrovia Officials Have an Idea 
That They Can Save Storm Waters 
to the Profit of the District, 

MONROVIA, Dec. 2.—The water 


department of the city of Monrovia 
is. rapidly bringing to completion a 
scheme for the retaining of flood wa- 
ters In Monrovia Canyon which prom- 
ises to be as successful as it is unique. 
The plan, which is similar to that pro- 
posed recently by C. M. Pedley, hy-~ 
draulic engineer, for the flood water 
of the San Gabriel, consists of build- 
ing three dams across the lower end 
of the canyon, at intervals of several 
hundred feet. These dams will hold 
the storm waters coming down from 
the mountains and cause them to sink 
into the ground instead of being car- 
ried away by the stream. By means 
of the dams, three lakes will be 
formed, and i¢ Is estimated that many 
thousands of gallons of valuable wa- 
ter will be retained in the sands of 
the canyon. 

To handle this water and utilize 
it for domestic and irrigating pur- 
poses, two wells have been sunk to 
bed rock, at short distances below the 
dams. Branching out from these 
wells cross-cuts at the level of the 
bed rock will be pushed to the side 


will be available from the pumps in 
the wells, being fed automatically 
from the cross-cuts into the main 
shaft of the walls. 

Both of the well shafts have been 
located so that the water flows by 
gravity from them into the city res- 


ervoirs so that the extra supply of the. 


precious. liquid will be turned into the 
water mains at a minimum expense. 

Further elaborations of the scheme 
will include the construction of other 
dams farther up the canyon, with the 
result that in time. the ‘greater part 
of the storm waters, heretofore lost 
will be held In the sand and rocks of 
the stream bed, to be pumped out by 
the municipal pumps as needed. 

With gravity mountain water val- 
ued as it is at $3500 an inch, the 
liquid wealth added to the city’s treas- 
ury promises to run into the thou- 
sands of dollars during this coming 
season, and will be greatly increased 
as further developments are made 
and more dams built.

SANDS FOR SYSTEM. 


Eight and One-half Miles of Main 
Will Be Constructed and Eighty 
City Blocks Will Be Served-—Es- 
condido Will Disburse Twelve 
Thousand Dollars on Streets. 


OCEANSIDE, Dec. 2.-—Work on the 
installation of the municipal sewer 
system, calling for an expenditure of 
$35,000, was commenced today by 
Contractor C. D. Vincent of Oakland, 
who is also the successful bidder on 
the $28,500 worth of bonds which it 
was necessary to issue. The plans for 
the sewer were drawn by City Engi- 
neer N. K, Carpenter.

t this was decidedly irregular was 
shown by half a dozen Councilmen 
who inquired as to the necessity of 
establishing a street and curb-line 
grade after the street had been fully 
improved. Office Engineer- Osborne 
appeared before the Council to explain 
this irregularity, and he said that it 
Was due to an oversight in the City 
Attorney's office.

USBAND’S VALUE 
FIXED BY JUDGE. 


IF AFFECTION’S UNSTABLE, IT’S 
NOT WORTH MUCH. 


Judge Wood yesterday . awarded 
Mrs. Martha Moshier $1000, and ex- 
pressed his opinion that she was re- 
ceiving full compensation for her 
recreant husband and the support and 
comfort she had lost. The opinion 
was given in Mrs. Moshier’s suit 
against Alice T. Evans for alienating 
the affections of her husband, Edward 
Moshier. Mrs. Moshier had asked 
$20,000. 

The trial developed the fact that 


Moshier and his wife were living to- 
gether, when, one day, Moshier falled 
to return. That day he had met 
Alice T. Evans, and the evidence 
showed that she knew that Moshier 
was a married man. She invited him 
to rent a room in her three-room fiat, 
and from then on Moshier gave his 


j wife no support and did not go back 
yto her except for an hour on one 
occasi 


on. 

Mrs. Moshier ‘testified that her hus- 
band had given her no intimation that 
he intended to leave her. Moshier, 
on the other hand, said he told his 
wife of his pians to live away. Mrs. 
Evans testified that when she met 
Moshier he told her he had left his 
wife and was looking for a place to 
room. 

When Mrs. Moshier finally located 
her husband she accompanied offi- 
cers to the flat, where they found, as 
the court words it, “a situation which 
indicated plainly that her husband 
and the defendant were not playing 
pinochie.”’ 

The evidence indicated, the Court 
held, that in losing her husband, Mrs. 
Moshier may not have suffered any 
great deprivation. “That Moshier’s 
adherence to his wife was fragile, in- 
stead of constituting a defense, points 
a stronger reason why others should 
keep their-hands off,” he held. 

The fact that his affection and sup- 
port were so unstable that he deserted 
his wife upon slight provocation and 
for such emall reward as the evi- 


fies the mind that Mrs. Moshier is 
amply rewarded by a $1000 judg- 
ment. 


IS AMERICAN NOW. 

AND SO WANTS DIVORCE. 
Very much American was Gennie 
| Siifkoff, the 17-year-old bride of John 
Slifkoff, both Russians, as she took 
the ewltness stand in Judge Monroe's 
court yesterday quite confident that 
the judge would free her from the 
husband she said her parents had 
forced her to 

Last summer when Gennile sought 
from the Juvenile Court protection 
from the hated marriage, she: 
was an ignorant peasant. Her 
attire then was the picturesque 
Russian dress, and her Eng- 
lish was faulty. Yesterday she looked 
no different from an American-born 
girl, being neatly and stylishly 
dressed, and her English was fluent. 

Her dress and language denoted 
rapid development in American ways. 
In the matter of husbands, she was 
now looking higher than a fellow- 
countryman who knows only the 
language of his native land. Besides, 
she is earning $20 a month as a maid 
in an American home. 

The court decided there was neither 
fraud nor force in the marriage and 
that it is legal and binding.
